interests in regions contiguous to her 
territories, but she has great political 
interests'to defend, and, further. In the 
Joint conference, which will bristle with 
obstacles to a speedy settlement, Rus- 
sia aims, chiefly at a wide' expansion 
of. her political Influence. Great Brit- 
ain wants to roughly open the Chinese 
empire to her commerce and at the 
same time strengthen her political foot- 
hold. Tl^e United States, apparently, 
will be devoted to securing commercial 
advantage, while France and Germany 
win desire to Increase their trade gen- 
erally, and their political influence in 
certain .provinces.

Tne 
Warren had no intention of stopping at 
Honolulu, and -tfas bound direct ror 
San. Francisco, andwWhen she wae 
about five hundred rnfles north of Ho- 
nolulu, on her way to the Coast, she 
made up nerj mind to pay Honolulu a 
visit. 
It is a very long time since the 


"Warren baa been overhauled, and she 


' is in many, yray* badly in need of re- 


pairs. -Several of the tubes .in., ner 
boilers had burned out -and were leak- 
ing badly. This was toe case not ions; 


"after the vessel had left Manila, but 


It was thought that ahe would be atoie 
to mate the trip to San Francisco 
without undergoing any repairs, bu.t 
shortly after the transport had passed 


* north, ot Honolulu, It was deemed ad- 


visable not to risk going any further 
without first having ner boilers attend- 
ed to. So the Warren put back and 
.came to Honolulu. 
When she was sighted yesterday she 
was mistaken for the Solace, and was 
reported as such. There was a great 
crowd on the wharf to see her come 
In, and all kinds of rumors spread 
around town as to the cause of her 
unexpected coming. 
She flew the quarantine flag, ana me 
Stars and Stripes were at 
half-mast 
when she entered port. This, together 
with the usual caution exercised in tne 
matter of allowing people 
aboard 
transports, led people to suppose that 
there was plague aboard the vessel, as 
It was known thai there had been con- 
siderable plague in Manila. 
But there was nothing of tne kino. 
The Warren flew the quarantine flag 
as -a sign that she was watting for1 the 
doctor to board- her and -allow her to 
dock, and the Stars and Stripes were 
at halt-mast'on accouitt of tne fact 
that the Warren has in her hold the 
bodies of over A hundred men wao 
have met death for their country by 
fighting Filipinos and fever and other 
diseases in the South. 
The first thing this morning, men 
frem the Union Iron Works will 
no to work on the boilers of the War- 
ren, and it is thought that in four or 
five days she will be ready to resume 
her Journey to tne Coabt with her 
large number of passengers, the five 
hundred or more soldiers who are to 
receive their; discharge on arriving at 
San. Francisco, and the earthly remains 
of those who died under tne flag they 


The Warren sailed from Manila on 
December 30th, and has experienced 
rough weather during most of her trip. 
Strong bead wftds - and heavy seas 
nerved-to retard her progre«*x_Added 
to this she was unable jto make tne 
speed that she could have made had 
she been in good condition. The War- 
ren is good for thirteen or fourteen 
knots when everything is all right with 
her, but on the run from Manila she 
lost about two -knots an hour. 
Sne 
hasn't been overhauled for nearly a 
year, and when a vessel cruises around 
much in southern waters she very 
quickly becomes foul and is greatly 
handicapped as to speed. 
The Warren was in San Francisco 
last about the middle of August. Then 
she left for China, but her oraera war* 
changed when she arrived at Nagasaki 
and she went to Manila. From Manila 
she went to the southern ports of Lu- 
zon, 
and then back to Manila. She 
afterwards went to Taku and took tna 
famous fighting . Fourteenth Infantry 
from China back to the Thillppinea. 
Captain F. B. Frazler is her com- 
mander, and Captain P. L- Miles, A, 
Q, M. TJ. S. V., is.the transport quar- 
termaster. 
Captam Miles Is a very 
"young man for the position he holds, 
but Is a thoroughly competent man. 
He Is about twenty-seven years of age, 
and has .been in the army for the last 
ten years, counting his cadetshlp at 
West Point He is a member of the 
Fourteenth Regiment, and it«was while 
he was fighting with the Fourteenth 
in the Philippines that he so distin- 
guished himself upon the field of bat- 
tle that he was made a captain of vol- 
unteers. Captain Miles has passed 
through Honolulu several times before, 
and there are doubtless a great many 
people in Honolulu who wfll be glad to 
know that fate has brought him this 
way once more. He was with the first 
expedition which was sent to the FnJB- 
ipptnes in 1898, on the City of Sydney. 
Among those on board the Warren 
are Colonel A. S. Daggett, of the Four- 
teenth Infantry, for whom a brigadier 
generalship is said to await tn recogni- 
tion of his inestimable services in Chi- 
na and elsewhere. 
There are fifty-seven discharged sol- 
diers aboard the Warren, and 463 sol- 
diers on the disability Use There are 
also 8 on guard duty and IS men woo 
belong to the hospital corps. , 
The bodies aboard number 107, among 


them be.lng those of Lieutenant G. A. 
Cooper, of the Fifteenth Infantry, kill- 
ed in action; William P. Elliott, liau- 
tendant commander tn the navy, and 
Walter T. Stack, first lieutenant Forty- 
seventh Infantry. Thr«« men died at 
oe* a few days after the Warren sail- 
ed from Manila; two of dywntcry, sad 
one of consumption. 
It is probable that the vessel "will re-

NEGRO LABORERS FOR HAWAIIAN CANEFIELDS RECOMMENDED. 
The use of negro troops is tbe Philippine Islands, says an exchange, be- 
cause of their superior ability to withstand the rigors of the tropical climate, 
was early advocated in these columns, and the policy has proved to be' success- 
ful 
A new movement has recently been inaugurated that ha» even more 
to 


recommend It. This la the transportation of negro laborers from the Southern 
States to work on tbe sugar plantations of tbe Hawaiian TnlanflB. From every 
point of view this plan is admirable, ihe^labor problem in Hawaii has always- 
been a difficult one. Before its annexatcn to this country,' Chinese and Japan- 
ese were brought there under Contract t work on the plantations. They were 
well fitted for the work, not being affect d by the heat and being glad io work 
for tbe wagea that such unskilled laboj commands. Tbe annexation of the Isl- 
ands, however, brought them under tb operation of the United States laws, 
and so put an end to the importation o contract labor". It is in order to meet- 
the resulting shortage of labor tb«it it is now proposed to transport such ne- 
groes as are willing to go there. In several of the Southern States the negro 
population has become so congested as t0 present a serious problem. A thinning 
out of this pbpulation would relieve th< situation cons.derably. For the negroes 
themselves the change would be decideu^ one for the "better. Representatives ^>f 
the race from Mississippi and I^oulslana have been in Hawaii looking over the 
field and their report is entirely favorawe. They say that the negroes will re- 
ceive better wages for shorter hours o WOrk than they are now getting. Their 
accommodations will be better than they can now furnish for themselves, and 
eratuitous medical attendance will further increase the benefit they receive from 
the change The benefits that will resiijt ttom this movement might be extend- 
ed by enlarging it to embrace the Philivpuje Islands. There will be a large 
field for enterprise there and a demana for labor that would go far toward 
solving the negro problem in the Southem gtates.i 


COL. BEAN WILL BRING 2,000 NEGR BB TO HAWAIL 


Colonel Bean and George Manson, who brought the first lot of negro plan- 


tation laborers to Hawaii, lefftfor the.r homes in Tennessee yesterday by the 
steamship China. Tbe Colonel expects to return to two months with another lot 
of negroes. He Is satisfied that the experiment is a good one and will make a 
favorable report to the negroes of the South who are awaiting tidings of 
the 


reception and treatment of the first consignment He expects to forward nearly 
2 000 negroes by the first of March. Then wfll be ••distributed pro rata among 
the plantations suffering most for lack c« laborers. The planters are also about 
satisfied that the negroes have solved the labor problem of theMslands, and they 
will take all the negroes they can get. The year-round wages are attractive' to 
the Southern negroes, Inasmuch as tbe are supplied' with bouses, fuel, medi- 
cal suoertntendence and their provision at the lowest rate possible. The ne- 
BTOCS are mostly stalwart workers, use to bard knocks and grinding labor all 
their lives, and the change from a Southern plantation- to a Hawaiian canefleld 
has much in it to commend Itself to tlif colored workers. 


STORK ON THE STORM SEWERS PROGRESSING. 


'The storm sewers for Fort ana Alakc* streets are' 'under way and much of 
the work at the lower end finished.
